TEHERAN, Persia. Sept. 22.— Is- 
mail Agha fllmko, the Kurdish rebel 
chief who for two years has been set- 
ting at defiance the authority of the 
Persian government, has fled across 
the frontier into Turkish Kurdistan. 
His forces have been routed by Riza 
Khan the Persian war minister, who 
is commander-lg-chlef of the Persian 
army. Simko's stronghold at Cherlgh 
west of Lake Urmia, in Northern Per- 
sla, was capteured aftejr bitter fighting 
Many guns and prisoners were taken. 
The Internal situation in Persia con- 
tinues unsettled. In the absence of a 
stable central government, 
robber 
bands and tribesmeni have been loot- 
Ing and plundering, and many of the 
principal roads are insecure. 
Outside the tales of 'disorder, oil is 
the one absorbing topic of conversa- 
tion. The- country has rich petroleum 
deposits, and the men in authority are 
eager to realize on this national 
wealth. 
And in this' connection the 
following story is told: 
It seems the government, some time 
ago, considered granting a 50 year 
concession for oil exploitation joint- 
ly to an English and an American 
company. 
One of the 
companies 
thereupon made an advance of $1,- 
000,000 to the government, based on 
th assumption that the concession ul- 
timately would be made operative. At 
least that was the understanding: of 
the oil men. 
Once in hand, the million was ex- 
pended Quickly. It went to pay the 
troops In the field. aQd a lot of over- 
due salaries to officials 
"When the government learned that 
the advance teas conditional upon ex- 
clusivt concessions, there was trouble, 
for in the meantime it had become 
activeVr engaged in negotiations with 
other oil interests, looking to get as 
much as it could from the potential 
•weath under the ground 
It made 
every effort t oget back the $1.000,- 
000, but too late.

LONDON. Sept. 22 —Major General 
Sir George Molesworth Bridges has 
been appointed overnor of South Aus- 
tralia, succeeding Lieutenant-Colonel 
Sir William Weigell. The latter re- 
signed the position because he said. 
he could not live on his salary and 
had not sufficient private means to 
afford the luxury of maintaining such 
a position. 
His successor. Sir George. Is mwn 
in the British army as the "Toy Drum 
Hero." That tern has lot been applied 
to him in derision, but in recognition 
of a memorable incident of the war 
in which he displayed, ,jreat gallantry. 
After the action at Le Cateau in 
1914, the British army started on Its 
fighting retreat, and men were drop- 
ping out from sheer exhaustion. Ma- 
jor Bridges, as he then was, Went back 
to St. Quentln to round up 260 strag- 
glers. 
He found them in a state of exhaus- 
tion. At a little village shop' he 
bought a. toy drum, .and falling the 
men into line with the toy drum and 
a peny whistle ..to serve as a band, he 
marched them off, laughing in spite 
of their weariness. 
They kept on 
marching for 28 miles. 
Sir George was the military mem- 
ber of the Balfour mission to the U. 
Is. in 1917, and head of the British 
' war mission to the United States in the

The lighted cigarette is 
another prohflc source of fire waste. 
Besides the enormous property losses, 
Mr Catlm says that about seventeen 
thousand persons are burned to death 
yearly, and that in one flre. the Tri- 
angle Shirt factory fire In New Tork, 
165 girl workers lost their lives.

Of O. Henry Fame 


LITHOPOU8, Ohio, Sept. 
23.— 


Llthopollans of O. Henry fame, char- 
acters upon whom he. loved to dwell 
in facetious manner, are no more, but 
It has the same "business district," the 
same four 
churches and Its stone 


quarry remotely resembling an indus- 
try. You will look In vain for Uth- 
opolis in the railroad time tables, but 
the paling fences on Columbus, South 
and Main streets do not bar neighbor- 
ly conversation. 


The village's scenic atmosphere has 


changed but little inthe years that 
have passed since O. Henry's "Letters 
to Uthopolis" were inspired back In 
190«. 
The recipient of these letters was 
Miss Mabel Wagrnalls, whose mother, 
Mrs. Hester Wagnalls, and 
grand- 
mother. Mrs. Mary Willis are buried 
in the beautiful little cemetery "on 
the hill on the road out of town." 
Miss Wagnalls' father, at one time a 
Lutheran minister is the senior mem- 
ber of the publishing firm that bears 
his name. Miss Wagnalls now is Mrs. 
Richard Jones, of New York 
Alta 
Jungkurth. the "tombstone lady" is 
in Columbus. The Willis homestead, 
where Mabel Wagnalls visited, has 
burned down and the Lutheran church 
which adjoined it. is building a par- 
sonage on its site. 
The drug store is still operated by 
L. B. Bennett and "indulges in liter- 
ature on the side." The butcher and 
barber shops still grace the "business 
district" and the postofflce remains 
the ajQclal center of the town.
